and a principall member of the Sacred Em-

ring Prouinces, Neither can they bee igno- 
rant of ſuch aQtions of Oppreflion, hoflilitic, 
and violence , which have beene practiſed 
within a little time , through continuall Ra- 
pines, Murders, Combuſtions, Deuaſtations, 
plentifull effuſion of Innocent blood, viola- 
tion and rauifhing,both of Wines and honeſt 
Virgins, diſmembring of lictle ſucking Chil- 
dren , with many other inhumane ,: moſt - 
Cruell, and Barbarous inſolences. ' In like 
manner the true ſource and originall of all

theſe euils, of what b\-2 rds enſued,or may 
infaturetime accrue , moſt enidently appea- 
reth and 1s as clcare as day , both by expert- 
ence, andtheample Relations that haue been 
divers times madethereot ; that they who by 
their depraued Councels, and ſuggeſtions, 
| have benethe means to precipitate the migh- 
tier ſort, into preſent danger aud loſle , arc 
now themſe]ues conumnced, eyen withun-theic 
owne confciences. Andnotwithſtanding the 
| ſuccefle of theſe latter times, wherein lundry 
opinions haue becne hatched , about the fub- 


cerne with his eye, and (as it were) touch wich 

his finger, that according to the veritie of ho- 

ly Scripture , and a Maxime heretofore, held 

and maintayn'd, by the ancient Doftors of 

the Church , that mens Conſciences, ought in 

no fort to bee violated, vrged, or conſtrained; 

and whenſoeuer men hauo attempted any 

thing by this violent courſe, whether openly, 

or by {ecrer meanes, the iflue hath beene per- 
nicious,andthe cauſe of great and wonderfull 
innouations , inthe principalleft and mighti- 

eſt Kingdomes, and Countries of all Chriſten- 

The leſuits, dome: Yet ſo it1s,that a certaine extrauagant, 
and ſtrange kinde of people, hauing dif} ky

| iedt of Religion , may make one clearely diſ- ; 
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themſelues ouer Chriftendome, but eſpecially 
within the Empire, andother Kingdomes and 


Countries, bordering and depending there- 
vpon, and hauing there brought in, and plan- 
ted anew Doctrine, abſolutely funeſtall and 
obnoxious, to all Potentates,and Magjiftrates: 
pay and further, having not onely obtained 
fauour and accefſe to great men , bur alſo 
drawne to their one bent, both their Coun- 
cellours,and Officers, and generally the moſt 
Honourable, and opulent of euery place, 
through the falſe charme, of a counterfeit and 
masked S:nditie , an implaceable deſire and 
thirit, did meruailouſly grow and increaſe, of 
perſecuting all thoſe , who were ſeperated 
from the Romaine Church, yea and torally to 
extirpate them,it they did not yeeId, and come = 
ynder rhat luriſdition, Whereupon,it came 
to paſſe, that notwithſtanding all the good en- 
deauours, that precedent Princes,and Gouer- 
nours hauz beſtowed both in the Empire, and 
moreeipecially in the Kingdome of Bona, 
tor preſeruation of common peace, 8 carying 
an euen hand betweene the adherents of the 
one,and th'other Church, conformable to the 
Conceflions,and Edits of pacification, gran- 
ted infauour of Religion ; rheir Succeſſors

well known, that according as the |i

for all this (more throug 
queſtionleſſe, then of their owne proper dif- 
polition) haue beene vreed fo farre,as to give 
a large field of leaue and libertie ro theſe pel- 
tifcrous kinde of people and their complices, 
who cntring hereupon into a full and mayne 
Careir , they preſumed ſometimes to inno- 
uate onething,then another, and not only by 
publike writing to draw into doubt and con- 
trouerfie , but alſo really to annihilate and 
make fruſtrate the ſaide Conceſlions, liberties 
of Religion, Pads, Obligations and Oathes, 
folemnly aſſumed for their confirmation. 

Rut wee will not heere ſet downe in parti- 
culers, what hath beene practiſed tor many 
yearesfince, and attempted in all parts of the 
Empire, vpon the purchaſe of this licence and 
libertie; neither in how weake and inſtable 
manner, affaires ftill continue and ſtand : re- 
ferring our ſelues herein, to that, which Time 
ſhall further manifeſt by ſufficient tryals and 
proofes, in whatſocuer tall bee requiſite and 
conuenicnt. Butas for the Crowne of B outr- 
M14, and the Countryes thereunto annexed, 


wee muſt no-wayes diſſemble ir, and it is very

holy Goſpel ſpred his beames more and more

h others inſtigation, 
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from time to time , the luſtre and repute of 
the Roman Cotholike Relivion, hath there 
beene wondertully eclipled,not without pro- 
curing muchtrouble and ftrife : ſo thar final- 
ly, it molt neceſſarily behoued to prouide tor 
the mainrainance of common peace and tran- 
quillitie within the Realme, and this was ef- 
tedted by certaine permiſſions and Licences, 
ro preuent,that diuerſitie of Religion might 
not wholly alter or diſturbe a generall and 
peaceable humane Societie, So long as things 


remained in theſe indifferent tearmes, both 


_ oneand other party held themſelues well con- 


rented. But thoſe turbulent Spirits, of whom 
wee formerly ſpake, hauing no will to con- 
{ent to publike repoſe and peace, they rather 
choſeto hazard and reduce thingesto an vtter 
extremity , then to diminiſh the leaſt tittle of 
that intention which was ſo deeply grauen in 
their hearts ; which was,thar all things might 
come vader the Popes ſpirituall juriſdiction, 
and art laſt , vnder the ſecular Dominion 
of ſome {:: airze 'and torraigne Jouerne- 
ment. Al} which added more and more 4- 
grieuancesand moleitarions to Religion. Aud 
aboue all the reft , many plots were laide t9 
fruſtrate the Royall Letters and Conceflions

of his Majeſty, to dimoliſh,or at leaſt ſhut vp, 
the Euangelicall Churches,and Temples new- 
ly built, to railevp thundetings, and threat- 
nings amorglt the Eftares , to interdict,and 
actually protubice their lawtull defence, hor- 
ribly to perſecute the poore Subiedes , with 
communations of more orriile Oppretiion, | 


Inſultes,with loſſe of body,life;and goods, be- 


tides ſundry other in-tuſtices, perpetrated a- 


gainſt men of cuery ſeuerall condition. And 
on the other fide , when naturall and iuſt refi- 
ſtance, oppoſcd thele infolences, or any other 
meanes which neceflity vrged'vnto, as thoſe 
Manifeſts publiſhed by the faid Eſtates can 
teſtifie,, they of the contrary party, in ſtead of 
referring their cauſe to realon and equall hea- 
ring , procceded further, by open hoftliti 
and force of Armes to ſuch a point, that a 
good patt ofthe ſaid Kingdom ot Bont 1a, 
and the Provinces Incorporate, remayneth 
now diſmembred by Fycr, and Sword , being 
(as it were ) turned into Blood, and Aſhes. 
Whereunto,we might alſo adde,that whereas 
many yeares ſince, and eſpecially the laſt paft, 
the ſaid Kingdome, and Countryes, haue ex- 
poſed their liues,& ſubſtance;for the Defence 
and maintenance of the Crowne of a,

but aboue all other, of the Frontier Fortifica- 
tions, againlt the Forces of the Turke, a puil- 

fant, aad dreadtull enemy to Chriſtendome 

quite contrary, and as 1t were,for ag accumu- 

lation of all euils, the ſaid places were vntur- 

niſhed both of Men, Artillery, and warlike 

munition, that the ſame might bee en:ployed 

againſt the Bohemian Nation, which was ap» 
pointed, and ordayned againſt the Turke. 

Moreouer,they haue inthe Empire,not onely 

exacted that which remayn'd yer vnpayed of 
che old Contributions againſt the Turke : but 

alſo vnder a {pecia!l pretext of the preſeruati- 
onanddefence of the {aid places , incertaine 

Precin&s and Prouinces of the Empire , they 
haue impoſed new Subſidies , which bemg 
obtayned and Colleted in a great part, it 
wasno wayesimployed to the pretended vie, 
and cnd, but rather to the ruyne and de{o- 
lation of the members of the Empire, and 
their dependances. By meanes whereof, one 
may ſee the Vauntmure, and Bulwarke of 
Chriſtendome full of holes , and breaches, 
ready to tumble and fall downe. And this 
gauethe HVNGARI1AN Nation, ſufficient 
warining,to looke to their owne fecuritic and 
Defence.

Weeallo FO, ) is no leſle generally 
knowne, with what care, aftection, and loue, 
how wee and other Electors and Princes ( yea 
aud lome torraine Potentates Iikewiſe)by our 
exhottations and intercefſions,haue procured 
all the beit office» pollible, ro quench and ex- 
ctiaguiſh taarfre, which daily ſpread 1t ſelfe 
moie and morein the {aid Kingdome, and to 
deuiſe ſome meapes how to preuent a greater 
difafter. And in truth, nothing would haue 
beene more pleaſing to vs, then to ſee thoſe 
difterences and oppoſitionsaccruing between 
Princes and SubicRts, ſoone appeaſed and en- 
ded by an Admiſſion of the Eſtates of the 
ſame Countryes, to heare & determine there- 
inyas heretofore the laudable and commen- 
dable Cuftome was, and by vs out of fincere 
and viſcerall aftcQion in due time Vrged and 
moued: by reaſon that the Intermiſlion of re- 
mote Princes and Potentates procured great 
loſle of time, and very often augmented ſu- 
ſpicion anddiftruft. Bur all preſent circum- 
ſtances clearely manifeſt , what fruitor eflet 
rhe ſaid aduertiſements broughtforth, ſeeing 
vader colourof a ſuſpenſion of Armes, there 
hath not onely many Monthes pafled ouer 
head, during which time, the enemy hath not 
. ceaſed 
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ceaſed to forage and ſpoile : butmoreouervn- 
der ſhadow ot deferring it,to ſuch an interpo- 


ſition,therehathalſo a long ſpace of time {lipt 
away ; whereas inſuch dangerous and immu- 


nent caſes,and when hoftile Actions are daily 


re-cnforced,we ought effeually to make vie 
of other more expedite meancstoworke a cel- 
{ation,for it had bene impos6ble profatably to 
haue treated of any Accomodation; by way 


of {nterpoſition, withour- firſt {topping the 


courſe of the fore-mentioned Hoſtilities, and 
ſetting downe, a prevalent, and-yalidius fecu- 
ritie. 

Beſides all this (no doubt rather by the ſug- 
geſtions ot ſome perſons ,who hauing loft all 
hope of attaining their-ends and ſcopes by le- 
nite and mildenes, aſpired thereunto by way 
of Armes) they werenegligent and careles, to 
lay bolde of the iuſt- and opportune occaſion 
of re-cftabliſhing the Peace, which after the 
death of the Emperour M aTH1as deceaſed, 
of laudable .memory , preſented ir ſelfe ; in 
thatthey would by no means lend their cares, 
to thewholſome counſel] of good:Parriots; 
pay of perſons conſtituted in high place and 
Dignitie, to recouer (as was moſt fit and re- 
quifite,) alienated hearts, and affettions:: but 

m—_ B rather 
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-rather they made choyce, to follow the dire- 
<&1ons of ſome ynnaturall and diſſoyall Bohe- 
mians, and of others, either wholly ſtrangers 
_orrelyiag; and hanging meerely vponthem; 
From hence it (ucceeded,that in ſtead of reall 
fatisfacion and fecuritie,for that, where now. 


they were fo ſtrictly bound and'oblieged;no- 


thing was offercd-more then promiſes, and. 
Confumations in papers and writings. And. 
by the ſame courſe,they laboured to poſſeſſe. 
themſel[ues of the Kingdome by Armes,to o-- 


verthrow the foundamentall Lawes and Pri- 
uiledges of the Country, to cneruate the ob- 


feruance of them, (though this ſhould be the 


onely plarforme of -all other obltgarions )' to 
proſtitute thoſe Countries, which bane a pre- 
rogatiue of free eleQion, to the yoake of go- 
uernments hereditarie, and to conclude ( ar 
what rate ſocuer ]' to compaſle cflefes; con« 


conformable. to their diſlignes , and: vader 


colour of punifhing ſome fewe nocents, to 
extirpate-and deſtroy many-thouſands of in- 
nocents, Whercin-alſo, they imployed the 
aſſiſtance of ſtrange Nations, very ill affeted 


to all Euangelicall profecſfors -of whome, a:

grcat: number, and may thouſands botit 
Foote. and Horſe , yea, wt 


le Regiments ata 
| time; 
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rime ,haye marched through the Countries 
of the Empire, (althbough,withour conſent of 
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the Eleors, the Emperor himſelfe, hath no 


Authority nor power ) to-condudt them a- 


gainſtrhe Eſtares of Bohemia, and the Pro- 


uinces.annexed , for the wreaking of rheir c- 
uill afte&ion, and:ro enrich themſclues, with 
their ſpoyle. 

But.contrariwiſe, if.too manifeſt atrucin« 


' tention to Peace, they had depoſed Armes 


from the beginning, remou'd the Authors of 
theſe troubles, prouidedfor the gouernment 
of the Eſtate , by the aduiſe and cooperation 
of the Prouinces , remedyed ſo many aggrie- 
uances, reſtored the violated priutledges, and 
takenorder for their obſeruance, by meanes 
of a ſuſticient ſecuritie, (without which all o- 
ther courſes had bene buryaine ) they mighe 
calily haue wroughr a Peace, and diverted 
greater alterations and changes. So: farre 
they were, from chooſing fo expedient and 
requiſite.a way, that onthe contrary , by ex- 
treame violence they enforced the Counties | 
to haue recourſe , to ſucha lawfall andſpec- 
dy defence, as GO D. and Nature alloweth 
them, ro bee their own-deliuexers out of theſe 
extremities ; And to thiscficQ, they erected a

natwithout Royallpermisſion for whae paf- 
ſed) making hereupon anew-EleCtion,for re- 
ducing the Eftate, to a better order and Go- 
uernment.;. Of all which thinges, the Eſtates 
of our. Crowne of BoHEMIAa, and the Coun- - 
tries-incorporate, hauing preſented the foun- 
damentall cauſes and reaſons, to the eye and 
viewe of the whole world, by Deductions ſo 
ample and cleare, any one nottranſported_ 
with pasfion, but 1mparrially waighing all the 
reaſons, and Circumſtances, hee may herein, 
eaſily and equally'ibee able ro yeeld a true 
1dgementand cenſure. - OT EE. S od 3-1 
Yer in this place, wee meane not to charge - 
our ſelfe with fach Inferences, much lefle alſo . 
in this reſpect, heere to inſertthe rightesand 
1mmuniries of the Realme, aſwell inche point - 
of Free eleion,as otherwiſe bur in this caſe, - 
wee referreall men, to the Information and 
Iuſtification; which the Eſtates,have(divulged 
and publifhed:- ioaet oil 5: ins ap 
True it is, that the EleQion of a King of - 
Romanes made not{ongfince ar Franckforr, - 
felloutat rhe ſametime.* But ſo hkewiſe, wee 
very perfectly carry'in minde, that then we - 
perſwaded, what polſlibly wee could, not bs

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make toomuch hafte therein;, but before all 
thinges,to.take Counſel, for theceflation of 
. Armes,and toappeaſe the Warre,which now 
| was kindled in ſo many partes : caufing our 
Councellours [0 intimate, how It was not rea-. 

ſonable, therein to reie ( as they did) the 
Deputies of the ſatd States of Box 1a, but 
rather ſo to ſway and contriue in thoſe con-. 
ſulcations , that by their meanes , the way 
might be.cleare of the Interpoſition, which 
then had bene propounded to them. Though 
our good intentions therefore tooke no place, 
and that wee weredriuen to let the then pre- 
ſent affaires to runne their courſe : Yet in all 
_ our Actes and Decrees, wee expreſly by our 
faid Councellours reſerued to every one , the 
priuiledge to him appertayning,with ſolemn 
proteſtation, that in nothing we would preiu- 
dice the Eſtates of this Kingdome , cauſing a 
| fpeciallcaretobe had, of allthat, which( ac-

the Empire : Not as being hereunto inuited 
by anyhopeof parciculerprofie; fecing then 
| wee:-had :not the-leaſt apprehenſion of ſuch

we fore-faweluch'an alteration, and change,

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as clients haue now Wa manifeſt, and 6 
greatly deſiring , that it might hauc bene a- 

uoyded andſhunn'd. Y 
Secing therefore the Eſtates of Bot 1a, 
and ofthe Countries annexcd , intheir gene- 
rall Aſſembly , vnanimouſly, and-with one 
conſent, haue conferred their Suftrages.and 
Election ypon ourPerſon ; Wee protelt be- 
fore GOD, and with a cleare Conſcience, 
that wee euer hauing lived content , withthe 
ElcQorallDignitie , and fuch Principalities, 
and Countries hereditary , as God imparted 
to vs, weeneuer of our ſelues aſpyred to this 
faid Crowne : and much leſle attained wee 
thereunte, by any Seductions, or ſiratagems, 
euen as thoſe Eſtates which Elected vs, may 
yeeld-yndoubted witnefle and teſtimony. As 
likewiſe wee had no reaſon, confidering the 
tempeſtuous, and lamentable eſtate , of'pre- 
ſent affaires, but ſurely it had bene farremore 
acceptable.to'vs , to haue ſeene the Peace of 
that Kingdome .eftabliſhed, and withaill, the 
Imperiall tranquillity ., preſerued, and ad- 
uauncd. Farweeduely waigh andfore-ſce, 
the Charge, Peril, and Care, which will:re- 
dound ynto vs,by:the continuation of Armes, 
deuaſtatationof Countries, andother War- 
Sk, = 
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like Incommodities. And there's no queſl- 
on but thoſe of riper ludgement will readily 
conceiue , that to accept the offer of a King- 
dome; ſtanding in fuch like tearmes, required 
a farre more conſtant reſolution, then to re- 
fuſc a peaceable Kingdome for which not- 
withſtanding , ſome. haue bene fo highly ex- 


tolled by Hyſtoriographers, 


Moreouer wee boldly auerre,vpon the ſin-- 
ceritie of our Conlcience, that it wee could 
hauc. found out any.other aſfured meanes; 
which by our rcfuſall thereof, mrghr inconti- 
nently haue extinguiſhed the heate of ſo dif 
aftrous a Warre , and entertayned and redu- 
ccd the Peace publicke, to his true State and 
exiſtance , ſo that the whole Empire might 
haue becne ſufficiently aflured and ſecured 
thereof : the Honours and intereſts of this 
world, ſhould little hauc prevailed with vs, 
but moſt chearfully in this caſe, wee had refu- 
ſed theofier ts vs made, and freely imployed 
our whole endeayour 8&power; to obtainthe 
faid meane,ofa generall Peace, Neither did 
we precipitantly entrude our {Elues, ynto this- 
ſo waighty & importantan affaire, For firſk;it 
was after an humble invocation of the King of 
Kangs,who giucs and rakes away Crownes =

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and from whom he thinkes beſt, with zealous 
Supplication and Prayer, in allthis, to direct 


andgouerne our Spirit and vnderftanding : 


And vpon this, after hauing communicated 
with ourneareft and deareſt Friends, mature- 
ly waighing and conſidering all the circum- 


ſtances; wee ſenſibly felt and perceiucd in all 
this proceeding,the miraculous affiſtance;and 
 prouidence ef GOD, who, thereco put his 
helping and omnipotent hand. Behold now 


therefore, why we neither could nor ought 


to oppoſe herein, his Diuine and boly will : 
and ſo much the lefſe ought we to refuſe this 
1mpoktion, by reaſon we are abſolutely per- 
:{waded in our owne Iudgement.and-ynder- 
ſtanding , that the ſaid Eftates ofthe Crowne 
of Boxtmia, and ofthe Countries thereun- 


to incorporate, had 1uſt cauſe and reaſon, to 


attempt this mutation, for the re-cſtabliſh- 


ment of their libertie, and moſt Ancientright 
of Election , which others went about abſo- 


lutely ro difanull and aboliſh, by divers ſ{tra- 
tagems and deuiſes. And therefore this oc- 
cafion isno lefle Iuſt, pious, and commenda- 
ble, theneafie to bee intimated and proou'd, 


by { PAAUA-crampts of Hiſtories both la- 
CE: Land pr ophancs -lndike manner,we ſeeke 
TIT _ not 
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nottodetaine, ortake away from any other, 
that which properly belongs to him, but ra- 
ther to maintaine and defend thoſe, which 
enioy the right of Liberty , of Priuiledges, of 
Royall Graunts, and Letters Patents, for a 
Free exerciſe of the Religion of the Goſpell, 
and other obſcruances, againſt an yniuft and 
violent Oppreſlion : and to Prote& theſe - 
noble Couurrics, and ſo many thouſands of 
innocent perſons from totallruyne, ſo farre 
as GOD ſhall ſtrengthen our arme, and en- 
large vpon vs, his Graces and benedidtions: 
Hauivg vndoubted hope, that whereas our 
ſimple intentions aymein allthis, neither ar 
Voluptuouſnes norpleaſures, at Honours or 
worldly riches, but onely at the glory of God, 
the comfort of the Affliced, the releaſe of 
the Opprefſed,, and ar the Confolation of fo 
many deſolate hearts , whoſe deepe ſighes, 
ſobbes,and Tcares, vrgedvstoafeeling com- . 
paſſion , that God, our high and ſoueraigne 
Coududor will neuecr forſake , nor abandon 
' Vs, but that reieRing all yaine thoughts and - 
cogications of men., hee will fendidowne yn- 
tovsfromaboue, his:benigne-afliſtance and 
eyde, with fitand requifite meanes herein,to 
exccutethe Arreſt,and Decree off his/facred 
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will;prouidence,and inexhauftible wiſdome :: 
Whetrcin it wee ſhould come ſhort of our 
duty, our Conſciencewould not onely be in- 
wardly wounded, but further wee ſhould wit- 
tully drawe vpon our ſclucs Gods. Diune

| Moreouer alſo confidering,that if wee had 
refuſed this diuine Vocation and Diguity, 
wee could not poſſibly haueauoyded ( elpe- 
cially, with all-chofe that make profctlion of 
tie Golpell ) the imputation and blame, ot ſo 
much blood conſequentlyſhed, and of all the 
fpoyle and waſte made in the ſame Coun» 
tics : As alſoif they of the contrary party,

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chreatned in diuers Go : Adding further 
chatif therehad not beene preſent Proviſion 
made , and that by a preualent meanes, for 
the Kingdome of BOHEMIA, and the Coun- 
tries thereunts annexed, which are one of 
the principall members of the Empire, and 
asit were a ramper againſt all external] Na- 
tions: they had bene in great danger to haue 
fallen into a Strangers hand, and finally te 
hauc beencentirely cur off, from the body of 
the Germaine Empire: or at |caft reducedto 
fuch a Condition, that they muſt needs haue 
beencthe Authors of great Inconuenicnces, 
dircly preiudiciall rothe Eleors , Princes, 
and States Euangelicall adiacent : Theſe cir- 
cumſtances, I ſay conſidered,wee could finde 
out ne other more conuenient way , then 
the preſent reſolution wee haue vndertaken.

So that once more wee proteſt before God 
and the whole World, that trom this time 
forward, wee are firmely reſolu'd, not to Per- 
ſecuteor moleſt, or ſuffer to bee perſecuted, 
or moleſted, any perſon whoſoever, for mat- 
ter of Religion, no not they, which profclle 
themſelues to bee of the Romaine Church, 
neither to trouble, or diſturbe them in the 
exetciſe of their Religion, fo they live con- 
ftormably tothe Lawes of the State , Edidts of 
Pacification, Royall Letters, and to former 
publicke Graunts paſſed in fauour of Religi- 
on.
